S.R.O. 1223.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of the Union 
territories (Laws) Act, 1950 (30 of 1950), the Central Government hereby extends 
to the Union territory of Delhi sections 1, 2, 33 and 131 of the Bombay Police Act, 
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1951 (Bombay Act No. 22 of 1951), as at present In force In the State of Bombay, 
subject to the following modifications, namely:— 

Modifications 

1. References to the “State Government”, wherever they occur, shall be con- 
strued as references to the “Central Government”. 

2. In section 1 — 

(1) for sub-section (2), substitute — “(2) It extends to the whole of the Union 
territory of Delhi.”; 

(2) omit sub-section (3). 

3. After section 1, insert— 

"1A. Application of other laws not barred. The provisions of this Act shall 
be in addition to and not In derogation of any other law for the time 
being in force”. 

4. In section 2, — 

(1) omit clauses (2), (3), (4), (5), (6), (7), (11) and (18); 

(2) in clause (13), omit “the foreshore”; 

(3) in clause (15), omit “Quay or wharf”. 

5. In section 33— 

(1) in sub-section (1) — 

(i) In the opening portion, omit “Commissioner and the” and “in areas 
under their respective charges or any part thereof”; 

(li) omit clauses (a), (da), (ei), (f), (g), (h), (i), (j), (k), (1), (m), (p), (q), 
(r), (s), (t), (u), (v), (wa) and (x); 

(iil) in the first proviso, omit the portion beginning with the words “shall 
authorize any person to import” and ending with the words “shall 
affect the liability of any person under any such law, or”; 

<2) in sub-section (2) (i) , omit “(a)”; 

(3) omit sub-sections (3), (4) and (5); 

(4) in the proviso to sub-section (6), omit “the Commissioner or” and "as 
the case may be”. 

fi- In section 131 — 

(1) in the opening portion, omit “Save as provided in section 131A”; 

(2) in clause (i), omit “(g), (h), (i), sub-clauses (i) and (ii) of clause 
(r) or clause (u)”; 

(3) omit clause (11).

Annexure 

BOMBAY POLICE ACT 1951 
No. XXII OF 1951 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Act may b e called the 
Bombay Police Act, 1951. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. 

1A. Application of other laws not barred— The provisions of this Act shall be 
In addition to and not In derogation of any other law for the time being In force. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant jn the subject or 
■context, — 

(1) “cattle” includes elephants, camels, horses, asses, mules, sheep, goats and 
swine; 

(8) “place” includes a building, a tent, a booth or other erection, whether 
permanent or temporary, or any area whether enclosed or open; 
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(9) "place of public amusement” means any place where music, sinking, dan- 
cing, or any diversion or game, or the means of carrying on the same, is 
provided and to which the public are admitted either on payment of money 
or with the intention that money may be collected from those admitted 
and includes a race course, circus, theatre, music hall, billiard room, 
bagatelle room, gymnasium, fencing school, swimming pool or dancing 
hah; 

(10) "place of public entertainment” means any place to which the public are 
admitted, and where any kind of food or drink is supplied for consump- 
tion on the premises by any person owing or having an interest in or , 
managing such place and includes a refreshment room, eating-house, 
coffee-house, liquor-house, boarding-house, lodging-house, hotel, tavern or 
wine, beer, spirit, arrack toddy, ganja, bhang or opium shop or a shop 
where any kind of food or drink is supplied to the public for consump- 
tion in or near such shop; 

(12) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules; 

(13) “public place” includes the precincts of every public building or monument, 
and all places accessible to the public for ' drawing water, washing or 
bathing or for the purpose of recreation; 

(14) “rules” means rules made under this Act; 

(15) "street” includes any highway, bridge, way over a causeway, viaduct, arch 
or any road, lane, footway, square, court, alley or passage accessible to the 
public, whether a thoroughfare or not; 

(17) "vehicle” means any carriage, cart, van, dray, truck, hand cart or other 
conveyance of any description and includes a bicycle, a tricycle, a rickshaw, 
an automatic car, a vessel or an aeroplane. 

33. Power to make rules for regulation of traffic and for preservation of order 
in public place etc.— (1) The District Magistrate may make, alter or rescind rules 
or orders not inconsistent with this Act for — 

(b) regulating traffic of all kinds In streets and public places, and the use of . 
streets and public places by persons riding, driving, cycling, walking or 
leading or accompanying cattle, so as to prevent danger, obstruction or 
Inconvenience to the public; 

(c) regulating the conditions under which vehicles may remain standing in 

streets and public places, and the use of streets as halting places for 
vehicles or cattle; 

(d) prescribing the number and position of lights to be used °n vehicles In 
streets and the hours between which such lights shall be used; 

(n) licensing, controlling or, in order to prevent the obstruction, inconvenience, 
annoyance, risk, danger or damage of the residents or passengers in the 
vicinity, prohibiting the playing of music, the beating of drums, tom-tom: 
or other instruments and the blowing or sounding of horns or other noisy 
instruments In or near streets or public places; 

(o) regulating the conduct of and behaviour or action of persons constituting ) 

assemblies and processions on or along the streets and prescribing in the' 
case of processions, the routes by which, the order In which and the times' 
at which the same may pass; ' 

(w) (1) licensing or controlling places of public amusement or entertainment; 

(11) prohibiting the keeping of places of public amusement or entertainment or 
assembly. In order to prevent obstruction, inconvenience, annoyance, 
risk, danger or damage to the residents or passengers In the vicinity; 

(iii) regulating the means of entrance and exit at places of public amusement 
or entertainment or assembly, and providing for the maintenance ot 
public safety and the prevention of disturbance threat; " - 

(y) prescribing the procedure in accordance with which any licence or permis- 
sion sought to be obtained or required under this Act should be applied 
and fixing the fees to be charged for any such licence or permission: 

Provided that nothing in this section and no licence granted under any rule 
made thereunder shall in any way affect the provisions of the Arms Act, 1878 (XI 
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of 18781, or of the Explosives Act, 1884. (IV of 1884), or of any rules made under 
either of those enactments, or the liability of any person thereunder: 

Provided further that any action taken under the rules or orders made under 
this sub-section or the grant of a licence made under such rules or orders shall 
be subject to the control and supervision of the State Government. 

(2) (i) The power of making, altering or rescinding rules under clauses (b) & 
(c) of sub-section (1) shall be subject to the control of the State Government. 

(li) the power of making, altering or rescinding rules under the remaining 
clauses of sub-seclion (1) sbalL be subject to the previous sanction of that Govern- 
ment. 

(6) if he power of making, altering or rescinding rules under this section shall 
be subject to the condition of the rules being made, altered or rescinded after 
previous publication, and every rule made or alteration or rescission of a rule 
made under this section shall be published in the Official Gazette and in the 
locality affected thereby by affixing copies thereof in conspicuous places near to 
the buildirg, structure, work or place, as the case may be, to which the same 
specially relates or by proclaiming the same by the beating of drum or by advertis- 
ing the same in such local newspupers in English or in the local language, as the 
authority making, altering or rescinding the rule may deem lit or by any two or 
more of these means or by any other means it may think suitable. 

Provided that any such rules may he made, altered or rescinded without, previous 
publication if the District Magistrate is satisfied that circumstances exist which 
render it necessary that such rules or alterations therein or rescission thereof 
should be brought Into force at once. 

(7) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained in this section or which 
may be contained in any rules made thereunder, it shall always be lawful for 
the competent authority to refuse a licence tor, or to prohibit the keeping of any 
place of public amusement or entertainment by a person of notoriously bad 
character. 

(8) It shall be the duty of all persons concerned to conform to any order duly 
made as aforesaid so long as the same shall be in operation. 

131. Penally fod contravening rules, etc,, under section 33. — Whoever— 

(«i) contravenes any rules or order made under section 23 or any of the con- 

1 ditions of a licence issued under such rule or order, or 

(b) abets the commission of any offence under clause (a), shall on conviction, 
be punished, — 

(1) if the rule or order under which the said licence was Issued was made 
under clause (d) of sub-section (1) or section 33 with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to eight days or with fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees Or with both; 

(ill) if the rule or order contravened or the rule or order under which the 
said licence was issued was made under clauses (n) and (o) of sub- 
section (l) of section 33 with fine which may extend to two hundred 
rupees; 

(iv) if the rule or order contravened was made under clause (b) of sub- 
section (1) of section 33 and prohibits the sale or exposure for sale of 
any goods on any street or portion thereof so as to cause obstruction to 
traffic or inconvenience to the public — 

'(a) for the first offence, with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to one month or with fine which may extend to two hundred rupees 
or with both, and 

Co) for a subsequent offence, with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months and with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees; and 

(v) if the rule or order contravened Or the rule or order under which the . 
said licence was issued was made under any other clause, with fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees.
